13 —A tele 
graphic dispatch receiyed here today 
from Irkutsk, Siberia, says that A Si- 
berian trader named Eouohnareff, who 
is the agent of Dr. Fridljof Nansen, the 
Norwegian explorer! who sailed in the 
FiamJune 24. I892\ for the Arctic 
region«, has i;eceived information to the 
effect that Dr. Naneen has reached the 
north pole, has found landi there and 
is now returning towards oivllization. 


In April last the Figarô, of Paris, cir- 
culated a rumor that Dr. i^ansen bad 
found the norlh pole and that it is sit- 
uated on a lehain of mountains. It was 
then added that he had planted t]|)e 
Norwegian flag there. The story was 
generally regarded as being without 
foundation. On September 17 of last 
year, advices were received in London 
from the Danish trading station of 
Angmagsalik, on the 
east coast of 
Greenland, that^a Éhip supposed to be 
Dr. Nansen's Fram, had been sighted 
at the end of July, stuck fast in an ice 
drift. 


Finally on December 6, a dispatch 
from Christiana, Norway, stated that 
Dr. Nai&sen's wife received a letter by 
carrier pigsoh reporting that the ex- 
pedition. was doing welL As no car- 
rier pigeons were taken north by the 
Nansen party, this report. evidently 
was incorrect, but published for what 
it was worth. 


Dr. Fritjo^ Nansen is a distinguished 
scientist of Norway and an enthusiastic 
believer in the possibility of finding tiie 
NoiihPole. 
He is ^ about thirty-five 
yews of age. He left the university of 
Christiana in 1880 and two years , later 
went on a sealing trip to Denmark 
straits, on the east coast of Grreenland, 
in the Viking. Later in 1882 Nansen 
was appointed curator of the museum 
at Bergen, which position he retained 
until 1888, when he led a small expe- 
dition of six men to Greenland, con- 
stituting the southern part of 
that 
portion of the globe. 


It was probably during this trip that 
Nansen conceived the plan of making 
a a attempt to reach the North pole in 
the vessel constructed specially for 
such an - undertaking. 
In any case, 
alter his return to Norway, Nansen 
took the preliminary steps towards 
fitting out his expedition and the Fram 
was pilanned and constiucted. 
She is 
classed as a three-masted schooner, but 
she had a 160 horse power steam engine 
in addition to her sails. Her displace- 
ment was 800 tons and her sides were 
so constructed /as to force all ice meet- 
ing the vessel to paes underneath her, 
thus" preventing 
"pinching" 
and 
screwing.'" 
The Norwegian parlia* 
ment allowed Nansen about $52 000 to 
fic out his craft and, in addition, he 
was assisted in his Work by mauy pri. 
VAte subscriptions, including one of 
15,000 from King Oscar. 
The Fram 
was launched October 26, 1892, 
at 
Laurfik, near Christiana. A Norwegian 
paper, depcribing the fitting but of the 
Fram, said : 
v 


' Bread is the principal nourishment 
of Nansen and his people. 
The bread 
is a kind of biscuit, large and round, 
white and very compact. The ration 
of each man is to consist of four biscuits 
a day. This, at least, was given out 
when the expedition left Norway. Silk 
is used as the most suitable material 
for tents, u it shuts out the cold better 
than anything else. 
The cabin of 
Nansen's ship, the Fram, (forward), is 
heated by means of an English petro- 
leum stove, which consumes three 
litres of petroleum per day. As the 
explorer has taken along with him a 
sufficient supply of this fuel to last him 
eight or nine years, there will be no 
lack of heating material. The library 
of the expedition consists of 1,000 
books, half of which are scientific 
works and the other half novels, etc. 
The crew numbers twelve men, and all 
occupy the cabin, which measures only 
thirteen feet square. There they dwell, 
eat and work. The suits they wear 
cannot be penetrated by water." 


The expedition sailed from Christi- 
ana, June 24, J 893, the doctor's plan 
being to make for the New Siberian 
islands and head north until the Fram 
had become imbedded in the ice and 
would be compelled to drift along the 
west coast of any land which might be 
found. On August 23, 1895, Dr. Nansen 
sent a dispatch from Vardo, reporting 
that on the 2ad of that month lie was 
about to sail into the Kara Sea and 
that the Fram had behaved splendidly 
up to that stage,of the journey, espe- 
cially in miking her way through the 
ice,

of last year, ann;,unced that a letter

E L PA|J0, Tex , Feb. 13 —Many of the 
sports here are becoming so anxious 
about their chances of seeing the big 
fight that they last night declared their 
intention of watching the depots all of 
the night to avoid being left.

delegations are expected from the east 
before the start is made for the battle 
ground tomorrow. 
More than 1,500 
visitors are here now. The number at 
the ring side will not greatly exceed 
2,000, if it reaches that number. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Feb. 13 -—Very few 
people have left here for the prize 
fight, as popular belief is that the gov- 
ernment will be able, to prevent its 
taking place on Mexican soil.

WILL MAKE 
NEEDLES. 


ÎÎO More Need of 
Importing- 
From Europe. 


Detroit Man Invents a Macblne 
Tbat Will Tarn Oat 3,.'SOO 
Needles an Konr. 


CHrcAGO, Feb. 13.—A needle manu- 
factury, the first in the United States, 
is soon to be started here, the needles 
to be made by a machine, the first of 
its kind, invented by Eugene Fontaine, 
of Detroit. Repeated tests have de- 
monstrated its practicability, and it 
will turn out 2,500 needles an hour. 
They can be sold for fifty cents a thou- 
sand, as against |1 20 lor English and 
seventy-five cents for German needles. 
The wire is kept on a spindle and is 
fed into the machine by the constant 
revolution of the spindle. 
Immedi- 
ately upon being reeled into the ma 
chine the wire is cut into the lengths 
desired 
for 
the 
particular 
needle 
wanted. The short pieces of wire are 
then grasped in order by a clutch 
and 
the 
exposed end 
is brought 
into contact with a die, which stamps 
a blank through whioh the eye is to 
be made. A second die perforates this 
blank and a third die suages off' the 
excess steel about the eyes. 
The 
needles then come in contact with a 
series of clutches, which take them 
from the first set of machinery, and, 
turning them end to end, exposes 
them to emery wheels and sand belts. 
Atfer the point has been made perfect 
the needle is reversed agdn to another 
series of clutches and the eye is pol- 
ished. From the polishing belts the 
needles drop inio carrying machines at 
the rate of forty a minute. 
Up to this 
time the capacity of the macLln© has 
been but thirty-eight a minuto, but in 
time it is thought that the output will 
greatly exceed that number.

Tramp John Harmens 
Over $20,000 


Finds 


Which Had iBcen Burled l>y Train 
Robbors-»!» Under Arrest 
and Conl'esHPS. 


SACRAMENTO. Cal., Feb. 13.—John P. 
Harmens, a tramp, fi'ty years of age, 
who by his own confession recovered 
over 120,0(10 that was hidden by train 
robbers a year ago, is locked up in the 
jail in this city. For months he has 
been living in San Francisco on the fat 
of the land from the proceeds of the 
money taken from the ovei^land express 
near Sacramento by Jack Brady and 
Browning over a year ago. The prisoner 
has turned over to the police $2,000, 
which he had in the German Savings 
bank in San Francisco; $5 900 in set-uri- 
tles, a diamond ring and a diamond 
collar button. 
Harmens found the 
money hidden under a clump of bushes 
near Sacramento, where the robbers 
who held up the tram had buried it. 
It is known that the robbers obtained 
over $50 000 from Wells-Fargo & Co ,^ 
but Harmens did hot find all of tbe 
plunder. 
He sajs he obtained only 
$20,000. but it is believed that these 
figures are rather under the exact 
amount. The conclusion is based on 
the fact that when Brady, one of the 
bandits, confessed and took the officers 
to tbe place where the money was 
buried and only $6,000 was found. 
Harmens had evidently taken the rest 
of the treasure before the officers ar- 
rived. 


Harmens was arrested in San Fran- 
cisco Saturday and brought to the city 
last night. In appearance he is a typi- 
cal tramp. Among his friends he is 
known as "Dutch Charlie." After he 
found the money he went to San Fran- 
cisco where he loaned a, great deal to 
responsible businees men. 
But he was 
not miserly, as it is said that he lived 
at places seldom dreamed of by the 
average tramp. 
He bought elegant 
clothes, making a trip to New York 
for the purpose and the tramp was 
transferred into a regular fashion plate.

WASHINGTOXV, Feb. 13 —The amend- 
ment to the bond bill to coin the 
American product of silver was de- 
feated in the house by a vote of 41 yeas 
to'118 ayes.

Through Senor. Andrade, its minis- 
ter here, the government of Venezuela 
has notified Secretary Olney that it will 
respond affirmatively to the invitation 
of the Venezuelan boundary commis- 
sion to submit all of the evidence in its 
possession touching the location of the 
true boundary line. 
Senor Andrade 
also stated that the officials of the gov? 
ernment of Venezuela are now at work 
compiling this record and it will be 
forwarded to the commission at Wash- 
ington as soon as possible. Presumably 
the Venc zaelan government will be 
represented before the commission by 
an agent or counsel as suggested in the 
invitation, as the minister has strongly 
recommended this course. 


In his annual report to the secretary 
of state, Clinton Furbish, director of 
the bureau of American 
republics, 
strongly urges that steps be taken to 
reconvene the representatives of the 
nations participate in the union in 
order to arrange a line of work for the 
bureau in the future. 
This -is made 
necessary by the practical completion 
of the principal work of compiling ani 
publishing the series of hand books on 
the various American republics. 
This 
was brought to a close with the issue of 
the hand book on P¿ru and the bureau 
is now preparing a general hand book, 
intended 
to 
be- of 
interest 
to 
all of the countries. 
The work of pre- 
paring the code Of commercial nomen- 
clature, which is intended to be a help 
to commercial firms in 
transacting 
business with each other, is progress- 
ing well, although it is said it may be 
necessary to reset the first edition, be- 
cause it was prepared on a ssale that 
has proven to be inconsistent for busi- 
ness men. The plan adopted last year 
of setting the special publication of the 
bureau at a figure just above cost price 
has worked well and the director says 
that the business interests which are 
benefitted make no complaint. 


UPRISING 
A T ^ O U L . 


The rii-Fated Capital of Corea 
Again the Scene. 


CiN'crsNATi, Feb. 
13—When 
the 
patrol wagon drove to the jail door on 
Syo&more street this morning to take 
Jackson and Walling to the police 
court, there was & curious crowd on the 
sidewalk to catch such glimpse of the 
prisoners as could be had as they 
mounted the stairway from the ¡ail 
door to the sidewalk and ctossed the 
walk to the wagon. Both were hand- 
cuffed, but they entered into no con- 
versation as they met for the first time 
for several days. 
They were driven 
quickly to the city hall and were 
placed'in the cells until they should 
be called for their hearings. Meantime, 
a most unusual scene was witnessed 
in and about the court room. 
There 
was a wild struggle for admission into 
the little temple of police justice and 
all the hallways adjacent were jammed 
with men and wdmen, who were unable 
to even look into t^e doorway of the 
court room. An extra detail of officers 
was necessary to keep the crowd from 
degenerating into! a mob. 
It was a 
long time before the prisoners were 
brought up for examination, and the 
process was very brief. 
They both 
waived examination and were ordered 
to be committed to jail without bonds 
on charge of being fugitives from jus- 
tice and the case was continued until 
February 18 
While the commitments 
were being prepared, the men were 
returned to their sells. Sheriff Plum- 
mer, of Newport, will at once apply to 
the governor for a requisition for the 
prisoners. 


William F. Wood, whose case was 
also set for today and who was out on 
bond, did not appear when called, and 
his bond was promptly forfeited. Sub- 
sequently he came in and his case was 
continued until February 28 and he 
was locked up until a new bond can be 
given. Both Jackson and Walling were 
represented by attome^s. The charges 
preferred against the prisoners were 
murder and fugitives from justice. 


Upon suggestion of Attorney Mercy, 
who represented Walling, the charge of 
murder was withdrawn and the other 
charge left against them. 
It is under- 
stood this signifies on acquiesence by 
the Cincinnati authorities, on the the- 
ory that the murder was committed in 
Kentucky and that no resistance will 
be made to the demand for their 
removal to that state for trial. 
It has 
been thought all along that the pros- 
pect of lynching, which has generally 
been regarded as likely in Newport, 
will bring one or the other man to the 
point of furnishing the missing link in 
the chain of evidence, namely the cab- 
man who drove them with their victim 
to the place of murder.

INDIANAPOUS, Feb, 13 —The republi-

The latter believe that the party's 
chances are as good to control the legis- 
lature under the act of 1885 as they 
would be under another law, especially 
as a majority of the holdover senators 
are republicans. The politicians ex- 
pressed their views before the comnait- 
tee and republican attorneys were then 
called in to gire light on the legal 
aspect of the case, especially as to 
whether a decision could be secured 
before the fall election. 


The lawyers said that the case could 
be delayed in the supreme court, and 
it was hardly probable that a decision 
could be secured in time to enable the 
legislature, even if the governor would 
call that body together, to enact a new 
law. 


Last night the committee was agaiu 
in session, and finally decided that the 
law should be attacked, in case the 
governor refused to call a special ses- 
sion of the legi8latu^e^ for the passage 
of a new apportionment act. 
There is 
much dissatisfaction in some quarters 
over the action of the committee.

It is not definitely known 
what particular Saint Valentine is thus 
honored on the I4ih of February. 
As 
usual, there is a disajireement among 
the wise heads on the subjtct and it 
has been converted into such a scien- 
tific muddle of coniiicting saints and 
dates that the question will never be 
solved. 
It 
is, 
however, of 
great 
antiquity and the present practice of 
sending out cards on this day is but a 
corruption of the practice in vogue 
among the ancient Bomans. 


Tlie Qaeen BTot for War. 
The speech of the queen, delivered 
in the opening of the English parlia 
ment, which was published in The 


S e k t i k e l , openiofT with the general 
declaration that "I continue to receive 
from other powers assurances of their 
friendly sentiments," evades, as far as 
possible, any pressing 
international 
issues, or refers to them only in the 
most cautious terms. 
It is necessary 
to take this evasive tone into consider 
ation to appreciate the paragraph re- 
kting to the United States, which 
follows immediately upon the state- 
ment of the boundary agreement with 
Kussia, and is more distinct than any 
of the paragraphs that follow it: 


The government of the 
United 
States of America have expressed a 
wish to co-operate in the termination 
of the differences which have existed 
for many years between my government 
and the republic of Venezeula upon the 
question of the 
boundary 
between 
that country and the colony of British 
Guiana. 
I have expressed sympathy 
with the desire to come to an equitable 
arrangement and I trust that further 
negotiations will lead to a satisfactory 
settlement. 


It will be observed that while this 
is sufficiently indefinite, it has at least 
a negative significance of very decided 
character. 
It entirely ignores any mis- 
understanding with the United States, 
and treats the later Olney-Salisbury 
correspondence as though it had not 
been. 
The desire of the United States 
to CO operate in the termination of the 
differences with Venc zuela is acknowl- 
edged, not only without expiessed dis- 
sent, but with an apparent expreesion 
of sympathy, and with the expectation 
that further negotiations will lead to 
a satisfactory settlement." 


This is very different from the tone 
ot hostile resentment at our unwar- 
ranted interference that the New Eng- 
land 
college 
professors and other 
alarmed Anglo-Americans must have 
been expecting. 
It is really quite dis- 
tressing that all these good people 
should have wasted so much good sym- 
pathy upon the queen and Lord Salis- 
bury and 80 much reproof upon the 
president and Ii^r. Olney, only to find 
that the queen is not ins uUed after all, 
and has not taken the president's mes- 
sage as a menace. 


The inference from this is that the 
adjustment of the Venezuela dispute 
had best be left to the responsible ex- 
ecutive representatives of the govern- 
ments concerned. 
They have had aU 
the rhetorical aEsistance they can pos- 
sibly need, and the desire of reaching 
the adjufetment mutually aatisfactory 
and honorable will certainly not be 
promoted by any more 
fcol 
talk 
whether in congress or parliament, in 
the newspapers or at public meetings. 
The position of this country is sufiB- 
ciently well understood by the English 
government, and the polite and pacific 
tone of this official deliverance is en- 
titled to respectful acknowledgement.

Ha Was Beheaded. 


The earliest authorities say that.St. 
Valentine was a bishop, gentle, charita- 
ble and benignant, whose tongue was 
marvelously persuasive In convincing the 
benighted pagan's of the errors of their 
ways. He labored hard and earnestly in 
his good work, but, alas, his zeal did not 
suit the pleasure of the authorities, and 
after being cruelly beaten with clubs he 
was beheaded. This happened In the reign 
of Marcus Aurelius Claudius, on the 14th 
day of February, somewhere about the 
year 370, but after his abrupt taking off 
the canonization of the good bishop follow 
^ed, and his name has been a household 
word ever slnbe. It Is a singular clroum 
stance that the new saint took the disease 
of epilepsy under his peculiar patronage 
during.the first of his saintly career, while 
now it would appear that his jurisdiction 
confines itself exclusively to the domain of 
the heart. 


How did the good saint become respon 
sible for the flood of tender sentiment 
which is annually poured forth undér she! 
ter of his venerable name? A few only of 
the reasons will be given. One bf the 
simplest explana^ons was .that the birds 
selected their mates on Feb. 14. 
This 
theory was popular for some time until 
heartless naturalist knocked It into smith 
ereens by«proving that, as a matrimonial 
season, birds didn't care any more for the 
14th than for the 13th or 15th. 


Another reason assigned was that St. 
Valentine, being a man of lovo and char 
Ity, It was natural to suppose he would 
patronize these virtues. Perhaps the best 
solution is the following: With the dawn 
Ing of the Christian era pagan rites, pagan 
ceremonies SiUd pagan feasts began to dis- 
appear. Some of the feasts, however, were 
merged into Christian holidays. 
The fes- 
tival of the Lupercalia was the one on 
which the Bomans did honor to Pan and 
Juno, not only with thé banquet, the 
dance and the drama, but by a peculiar 
ceremony in which the young men drew 
from a box of billets, each inscribed with 
maidens' names, each bachelor devoting 
himself for 12 months to the lady falling 
to his lot. In the natural order of events 
the Lupercalia became St. Valentine 
day, and the drawing of billets was so 
agreeable a custom that the youthful blood 
rebelled against the annihilation. It was 
therefore permitted to continue and from 
that time to this, with more or less varia 
tion to suit tbe times and the people, St 
Valentine and Cupid have been on very 
intimate terms of relationship. 


F r o m Far Brazil. 


The custom of sending valentines Is 
confined to no one country, but obtains in 
some shape nearly the world over; De^p 
in the heart of Brazil, where one would 
think the day had no fame at all, Isa large 
convent. It stands in a land of cloudless 
skies, gorgeous birds and beautiful flow- 
ers. 
The feathers of the birds and the 
le;avos of the flowers are so mingled by the 
deft fingers of the nuns who Inhabit the 
convent that they are in great demand for 
valentines in England and other countries 
Thoy find their way, with valentines made 
from the delicate moss from the bottom of 
the Mediterranean sea, to the fashionable 
bookshops of London, where on the 14th 
of February, they pass to the parlors of the 
beauties of the season. 


More than one young girl has opened on 
the auspicious day a box covered with 
postage stamps tofind therein a real South 
American humming bird, holding In its 
tiny beak a billet inscribed with the senti- 
ments of the day. These unique valen- 
tines are costly and of surpassing beauty, 
and the nuns of the Brazilian convent put 
many a penny into the xirn of charity by 
their delicate Ingénulty. 


I t Often Ended Happily. 


In the last century, on the eve of St. 
Valentine's day, the young folks in Eng- 
land and Scotland celebrated the festival. 
An equal number of maids and bachelors 
came together, and each wrote his or her 
name upon a separate billot, which was 
rolled up and placed in a box. Thon the fe- 
males drew by lot from the males' names and 
the latter from the names of the females. 
After this the valentines, as the chosen 
ones woro callod, gave parties to their 
friends, each valentine wearing the billet 
on his or her sleeve for several days. This 
tittle sport often ended in an engagement 
•if marrisgfl.

The other is an artist 
whojearned to wield bis brush:wlth a far 
nobler aim in view. 
. 'It Is well that there are two of them; 
for they divide the awful responsibility. 
The poet's name ia Edward RIgney. The 
artist is one Edgars. 
They both live in 
Brooklyn. A New York man might think 
that was punishment enough for them. 
Let us hope that the recording angel will 
think sc^ too, for they have a lot to answer 
for. 


Let us just do a little figuring on the 
subject. 
There are 80,000,000 "comics' 
printed and circulated every year.. Sup 
pose only 15,000,000 of these are purchased 
and sent. If only two-thirds of the victims' 
relieved their lacerated feelings by the ns'e" 
of profanity—we will say that the other 
6,000,000 are women and professing Chris- 
tians—that would leave 10,000,000 who 
would fracture the second commandment, 
Each man would, we will say, use on an 
average of five bad words, some be^nnlng 
with a big P and otherâ best reprèsented 
by.dashés, thus 
. That would 


give a total of 60,000,000 profane words. 


Now these two men have been at this 
business for about 15 years, and If the 
wrath of the people or the hand of Provi 
dence does not strike them down they may 
continue in their evil- doing for 10 years 
more, a total of 25 years. Thus in 25 years 
they will have been the indirect producers 
of 1,250,000,000 profane words, or enough 
to make 10,000 good sized volumes. 


What an awful responsibility to oontem 
platel 


But thèse iiien' don't look at it in that 
way. They seem to think that the enjoy 
ment of good salaries in this life is of far 
more importance than a bright hereafter. 


Both of them perhaps hope that their 
work on sentimental lines will offset the 
other. Mr. Edgars not only draws the hid

eous faces of the "comics," but he Is an 
adept in painting pink Cupids, red hearts 
—always arrowpierced—and dainty forget- 
menots, lilies of the valley and other flo 
ral decorations. 


Artist Edgars is a man of about 30, but 
for 14 years he has been doing this sort of 
work. Conseq uen tly he has attained a won 
derful dexterity with the brush. He can 
take a plain piece of cardboard or cellu 
loid, and with a few dabs of hia brush 
make it blossom like a fairy garden. 
He 
takes a dainty satin covered card, spreads 
the colors around on it recklessly for 
minuto, and," behold! he has produced 
something to delight the heart of some 
pretty maiden. 
, 


In some respects Mr. Edgars is to be en- 
vied. He has more facilities for "getting 
even" than any other man on earth. When 
the average man is insulted by an inso- 
lent street car conductor, snubbed by 
saucy dry goods clerk or imposed upon by 
a butcher, baker or candlestick maker, he 
can only address a little fleeting, evanes- 
cent profanity at the individual offender. 


Not so Mr. Edgars. He just keeps quiet, 
smiles in a bland, self satisfied way, goes 
to his den and draws a picture of the man 
or woman, and has a few hundred thou- 
sand of thom struck off. Thus does he 
^^'reak his vengeance not on one person 
alone, but on all of that kidney. If he is 
angry, ho can, by a few strokes of his 
brush, insult about 500,000 total stran- 
gers. What czar or sultan could do more? 


And Mr. Rigney helps him out. He 
takes the nightmare sketches and writes 
versos for them—verses which tip the ar- 
row with gall and wormwood, which 
make the victim rant and tear and say 
things. 


But tliere is a compensating side to all 
this. 
Tlieroare 70,000,000 souls of us In 
Undo Sam's domain, and we probably all 
know at least half a dozen persons on 
whom we would like to inflict a nnmln. 
But we don't. No, only about 30,000,000 
of us indulge! in tliis sort of tiling, and 
there is a whole lot of comfort for the hu- 
manitarians in that. 


Then there are lots ot people who send 
comics, not out of pure malice, but be- 
cause they think it is funny. It may be— 
to tho sender.-

REV. HENRY VAN COTT BANTA A 
CHILD WHEN CALLED TO PREACH. 


Has Been Two Years » Clergymau—Called 


to Take Charge of a CliurcU by tlie Peo- 


ple of Shallotte. N. C.—Now Visiting l a 


Brooklyn. 


The Rev. Henry Van Cott Banta, aged 
16, is a full fledged, ordained minister 
of the southern conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church. He ia the pastor 
of a church in Shallotte, N. O. He was 
raised in Brooklyn—that is, he has lived 
there more years than he has lived any- 
where else. 


The Rev. Henry Van Cott Banta is a 
frail youth. He appears to bei not mora 
than 12 years old. He is hollow chested, 
with a pale coinplesion. His eyes are a 
light blue, his month small, his lips 
very red. 
He has a thoughtful brow, 
and ho parts his hair far on one side. 
Just now the boy pastor is visiting his 
parents in Brooklyn. 


When you first meet the Rev. Van 
Cott Banta, he approaches yon with an 
air of great dignity. He holds his head 
slightly on one side. 
He smiles in an 
encouraging way. He has the ecclesias- 
tical handshake, which consists in grasp- 
ing a hand firmly and pressing it with- 
out moving it np or down. 


The boy pastor's father, John W. 
Banta, was a Methodist preacher who 
has retired and ia now engaged in liter- 
ary work in the Bible house in this city. 
Occasionally he goes on an exhorting 
trip. 
The Rev, Henry was born in 
Kingston, Ojt. His parents took him to 
Brooklyn when he was a baby, so he 
caHs himself a Brooklyn boy. When the 
boy pastor was a little chap, his brother 
let him fall, injuring his left knee eo 
that he will be lame all his life. A part 
of the time , he is compelled to use 
crutches. He underwent an operation in 
the Seney hospital a few years ago. 


About two years ago his father start- 
ed on an evangelizing tour through 
Ohio, and- as Henry was in delicate 
health, it was decided that he should go 
along. In Ohio the elder Banta joined a 
western evangelist named Hygema, and 
the three traveled, like gypsies, in a big 
covered wagon, holding forth wherever 
they could get an audience. The small 
and delicate Heni-y was converted in a 
small town in Ohio. 


His father and the other evangelist 
decided to make an attack on the moon- 
shiners in the Blue Ridge mountains. 
Atthispoint the young pastor says: ''It 
was in a log cabin in the trackless pine 
forests of North Carolina that I preached 
my first .sermon. The cabin was owned 
by a man named Qainëy, who claimed 
to be 114 years old[ " 


When the peregrinating 
preachers 
reached Shallotte, N. C., which 4a about 
40 miles south of Wilmington, the boy 
preacher met with remarkable success. 
The congregation of the church at that 
tiipe was troubled with a pastor who 
was accused of being too varied in his 
affections. They liked Henry so well 
that they invited the frail, pale boy to 
become their pastor, and he accepted. 
He has been in charge for two years. 
They have given him a parsonage and a 
horse and wagon. 
He is known for 
miles around as a powerful exhorter. He 
was ordained in the church where he 
preaches, and, was regularly admitted to 
the southern conference.—New York 
World.

Finally on December 6, a dispatch 


from Christiana, Norway, stated that 
Dr. Nansen's wife received a letter by 
carrier pigson reporting that the ex- 
pedition was doing well. As no car 
rier pigeons were taken north by tfye 
Nansen party, this report evidently 
was incorrect, but published for what 
it was worth. 


Dr. Fritjof tonnsen is a distinguished 


scientist of Norway and an enthusiastic 
believer in the possibility of finding the 
North Pole. He is about thirty-five 
years of age. He left the university of 
Christiana in 1880 and two years later 
went on a sealing trip to Denmark 
straits, on the east coast of Greenland, 
in the Viking. Later in 1832 Nansen 
was appointed curator of the museum 
at Bergen, which position he retained 
until 1888, when he led a small expe- j 
dition of six men to Greenland, con- 
stituting the southern part of that 
portion of the globe. 


It was probably during this trip that 


Nansen conceived tha plan of making 
aa attempt to reach the North pole in 
the vessel constructed specially for 
such an undertaking. 
In any case, 


alter his return to Norway, Nanson 
took the preliminary steps towards 
fitting out his expedition and the Fram 
was planned and CODS tine ted. 
She is 


classed as a three-masted schooner, but 
she bad a 160 horse power steam engine 
in addition to her sails.

This, at least, was given out 
when the expedition left Norway. Silk 
is used as the' most suitable material 
for tents,~as it shuts out the cold better 
than anything else. 
The cabin of 


Hanson's ship, the Fram, (forward), is 
heated by means of an English petro- 
leum stove, which consume! three 
litres of petroleum per day. As tho 
explorer has taken along with him a 
sufficient supply of this fuel to last him 
eight or nine yean, there will be no 
lack of heating material. The library 
of the expedition consists of 1,000 
books, half of which are scientific 
works and the other half novels, etc. 
The crew numbers twelve men, and all 
occupy the cabin, which measure: only, 
hirteen feet square. There they dwell, 
eat and work. The «uiU they wear 
cannot be penetrated by water."
